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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2-7. applicant argues that Nishikori 
and Kanno fall to dislcose changing a scene displayed on the monitor between a patient data list display and a endoscope image display. 
While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner notes that Nishikori and Kanno are 
within the same field of endeavor with many overlaps between them. Kanno illustrates in figures 32-33 a scene changing system that 
changes a scene to an endoscopic image scene. The patient data list shown by Kanno in figures 30A-30C is never displayed to the user. 
Therefore Kanno could not be used as a 102(b) type rejection. However, Nishikori discloses in figures 15D-15F displaying the patient 
data list to a user. Therefore the combination, taken as a whole, of Kanno and Nishikori disclose a scene changing system that changes 
a scene between an endoscope image display and a patient data list display. Therefore the rejection has been maintained.
